“tile firms would, for it is the big basjc foundation 
upon which everything else ‘rests, and we must 
build the base large and right or our structure 
win always be shaky and insecure. Mercantile 
firms and other branches of business will follow as 
a result of the other building, Why did the great 
Standard Oil refinery come to Richmond? It was 
not that it cared twe cents about Richmond, or 
‘wanted to help build a city» here, but it was be- 
eause. of the great deep water, harbor that could 
be constructed and used here... The Santa Fe 
railroad constructed its terminal here for the 
samme reason, and now that the deep water harbor 
facilities are to be greatly enlarged by ten times 
or more, many other industries can come for the 
same reasons the Standard Oil and the Santa Fe 
did, and win cc max. couldn't come before be- 
Daus those other two had obtained about all the 
‘deep.. water harbor facilities’ there were, hence 
athe, mecessity.of constructing more. The shoreline 
‘oh deep Water is here, miles and miles of it, 
but it had to be improved, deepened, cleaned out, 
bulkheads built, and tidelands filled in sa industries 
could bulld upon them. That had been started 
some years ago, but now it is to be rushed to 
completion, and the results must and will be big 
for Richmond im en industrial and businéss way. 
All lands will enhance in value. More ‘factories 
will be employing thousands more men in a short 
time now., wholesale houses will come, Cutting 
boulevard will be a business street instead of only 
an. automobile speedway, and hundreds of big 
ocean-going vessels will be tying up at. our 
wharfs,, bringing in and taking out cargoes. The 
big firm of Proctor & Gamble will be first to dem- 
onstrate all this, as it will build here in the spring 
on its land obtained from the Point Richmond Land 
and Canal Company. The Porcelain factories, the 
roofing factory and others already here will be 
Swen facilities of shipping their products to for- 
“eign countries from their home port, instead of 
first hauling them to some other port, as they 
have had to do heretofore. This means larger ac- 
tivity for them and more men at work on their 
products. The new ferry line between Richmond 
and San Francisco, to be put into commission by 
M. Emanuel and associates, will get busy early in 
the spring, as it is already, building its first ferry 
boat. The widening and deepening of our harbor 
channels will be a big help to that enterprise, 
also. In fact it will be a great help to all of us, 
no matter what our business may be. It will enable 
the Henry Cutting interests, the Ellis Landing and 
Dock company, the George Wail interests, and other 
landed concerns along the water front of Rich- 
mond to realize upon what they have builded. upon

They should employ quite a big force of workmen 
and add materially to the industrial business of 
Richmond. Mr. Michaelsen is greatly pleased with 
our city and its natural and other advantages as 
a manufacturing center, and predicts a great future. 
* * * 

Richmond did itself proud in honoring the soldiers 
yesterday, and the parade and festivities were well 
worth seeing. In this connection, however, we 
would all feel better if some of the money we 
were all called upon to chip in on the vatse-us 
drives for government bonds, and which was spent 
in part in loans to foreign countries, was collected 
up fo some extent, at least the interest upon it, 
and the same given to the soldiers. England and 
other countries are now building battleships ane 
maintaining large armies on the money: they bor- 
rowed of us, and we of Richmond went down into 
our pockets, as did all other true American com- 
munities, to furnish that money. Now, when our 
soldier boys, who feught the battles and made 
victory possible, are poor and needy, out of jobs in 
the face of winter, and many of them crippled for 
life, those foreign countries won't. even make an ef- 
fort to pay the interest on the loans so we could 
use the money in helping the brave lads who made 
the ‘supreme sacrifice. Probably our politicians 
would not give it to the soldiers if we had it, but 
would hand it over to the railroad corporations who 
hand them out bribes, or would steal it outright, 
but that does not excuse the actions of the countries 
to whom we loaned it when they were indistress. 
This scribe does not take much stock in atl this 
empty honor business being bestowed upon the sol- 
diers. It is all very well as far as it goes, but 
it don’t buy the boys grub or a placetosleep 
in, or get them jobs and a salary attachment. 
Money talks, and loud noises don’t. Eacu and 
every one of us ought.to sit down and write a letter 
to our congressmen and senators, and tell them 
where to head in about this matter, and if we don't 
do it all our parading and flag waving and loud 
hosannahs will be like knocking on a barrel that 
is empty, and our patriotism will be of the shoot- 
mouth variety. We are sending marked. copies of 
the papers containing articles we write oh this 
Subject, and also on the subject of disarmament, 
to Congressman Charles F. Curry and Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson, and the rest of you. should write 
them personal letters. That sort of thing does a 
lot of good, for it lets them know what their 
home constituents think about it, and they dare not 
overlook that too much. 

x * * * 

Reports from all over the count} are to the 
effect that business is getting better and showing 
more confidence each day and that the worst is 
over, with constant improvement to be looked for 
rather than anything else. The troubles have been 
discounted, merchants have taken their losses on 
goods that tumbled in price, and wages are slowly 
but surely coming down to a basis where capital 
can afford to invest with a fair show of making 
profits instead of incurring losses. All that comes 
home to every one of us, and should put heart and 
courage’ in us, for we are all getting tilred: of un- 
certainty and of not knowing what to do or what 
not to do. There are many good investments being 
offered, but most of them are on a 7 per cent basis, 
and that while all right for the young man is too 
slow for the middle aged man if he wants to get 
action while he is alive, Some mighty big fortunes 
are going to be made from now on in both mining 
and oil, both of those industries being listed as be- 
coming more active than for many years past. The 
decline in the prices of steel, food, transportation 
and labor makes it possible now for many mining 
enterprises to get busy again that were hit ‘hard. 
by war conditions. We do not know anything about 
oil, which is why we afe not a second Rockefeller,
